in high-priced stock. 
The United States department of 
agriculture has estimated the annual 
loss to the country from the cattle 
tick at from $40,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
These figures, however, mean very 
little for no man can calculate the 
benefits that will come to the .South 
with the extinction of this pest. The 
essential point is that in a tick-in­ 
fested county every cattle owner is 
taxed by the tick in proportion to the 
size of his herd. 
Every animal is le­ 
vied on; there are no exceptions. 
It 
is a mistake to imagine that cattle be­ 
come immune to the tick. Every year 
hundreds of thousands of supposedly 
immune cattle die from splenetic fever 
for which the tick alone is responsi­ 
ble. 
And each of those that survives 
suffers in other ways. The tick feeds 
on all cattle alike, immune and non- 
immune. 
It cuts down the weight and 
lowers the quality of beef animals 
and reduces the milk flow of dairy 
herds. 
This tick tax has been collected so 
long that the people have grown ac­ 
customed to it. 
That is a poor rea­ 
son for continuing to pay it, however. 
Out of 728,543 square miles that were 
tick infested in 1906 and placed under 
federal quarantine on that account; 
284,521—considerably more than one- 
third—have since been freed from the 
pest and released from quarantine. 
What has been done ic these areas 
can be done wherever and whenever 
the people want it done.

NOTABLES IN 
THE LIMELIGHT 


Li Yuan Hung, New President 


of Chinese Republic. 


Ll Yuan Hung, who succeeded tile 
late Yuan Shih Kai as president of the 
Chinese republic, will hold office until 
October, 1917, when the five year term 
for which his predecessor was elected 
w ill expire. 
The new president comes from the 
great mid-Yangtze province of Hupeh, 
where he was born fifty-two years ago 
of middle class parents of moderate 
means. He illustrates the motley offi­ 
cia l hfe of the Chinese lh that he bas 
been both a naval officer and a major 
In the army. A graduate of the P d- 
yang Naval college, he was stationed 
aboard a Chinese cruiser and saw serv­ 
ice during the Japanese war. Later lie 
took a course of military study in Ja­ 
pan, specializing in fortifications, and 
became a protege of Viceroy Chang 
Chi tong. 
He followed the latter to 
Wuchang, where as a pioneer in army 
j m ganigp Mon he planned the maneu­ 
vers of 1906. 
On the outbreak of the revutetton at 
Wuchang In IOU he was coerced into 
accepting command of the devolution­ 
ary forces, whose operations he directs 
ad, He figured prominently In the sub­ 
sequent peace conference at Shanghai, 
and when Yuan SMb Hat loomed up ae 
the only ultimate cholo# for president 
IA Yuan Hung wee elected tie* presi­ 
dent as the meet likely oounterpolee to 
the ambitions of Yuan.
